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Japankbb Observations on English Man- 
»hrs. — A n English journal affords ns a brief 
glance at the contents of a diary, published at 
Yeddo, made up from the observations of the 
Japanese ambassadors in their European tour. 
We get only, as the New York Journal of 
Commerce says, a very few plums from the 
pie, and even those, doubtless, having been 
selected by a British Editor for British read- 
ers, have not been culled because they were 
the least flattering to British feelings of auy- 
thirg which the tourists may have said. The 
proud Miss McBride was not only proud per 
3e, but proud of her pride; and on the same 
principle, we suppose, it does not offend our 
Irglish friends to have it said, as in this diary, 
that they are "stiff” and “a little proud,” 
while even tbs epithet “rough,” which is 
also used, may be construed as being 
merely a strong expression for the blunt 
honesty characteristic of British "hearts of 
oak.” Wbat can be said, however, when 
to an affectation of superior refinement in 
social intercourse, the Orientals bring an ac- 
cusation against the English of disgusting 
savagery in the exhibition of raw meat in 
public places? ‘ Eating meat is often very 
healthy,” say the Japanese critics, whose sen- 
sibilities were shocked by this display, "bat 
why exhibit it to every one?” The question 
might, with still greater propriety, be asked 
here in New York, where we may see raw 
meat in eating bonse windows, cat into the 
semblance of living animals, and even of the 
Suman form, as if for the gratification of a 
’aannibal appetite. We shall, therefore, claim 
no superiority over oar British cousins on this 
score, and, in fact, may as well consider our- 
selves included in a large part of the bill of 
indictment. We except the coant on the 
•abject of haughtiness. "The merchants 
are proud, and the shopkeepers do not like 
one to tarn their articles to much about,” say 
the Japanese. Here the contrary Is proved by 
•onspicuous placards displayed in stores, an- 
nouncing that it is “no trouble to show 
goods.” The English run (or walk) very 
fast, just as the Japanese do when there is a 
fire. The womea are, many of them, hand- 
some, but “they run like a man.” In order to 
appear taller they wear a high bennet. Even 
fashionable women dance Very much; they 
hang on the arm of the men, and one sees the 
men frequently run along the street in the 
arms of women. W e believe them to be their 
own wives. Women in general enjoy too 
much liberty, aad the fashionable ones wear 
the Same dresses as those of the lower class. 
The die;* of the women, especially at night, 
is not always decent. The last assertion is of 
tense to be repelled; and concerning the 
amount of liberty enjoyed by the sex, it is 
equally a matter of coarse that neither Tur- 
kish nor Japanese notions can expect tolera- 
tion in England or America. 

The least palatable, to British tastes, of a.i 
the.e judgments paised upon European civili- 
sation is yet to come, however. The Trench 
are accorded the unquestioned superiority is 
the nee of arms, and Waterloo is not even 
mentioned. There is no need of goiag far- 
ther in order to ascertain what mast be the 
fheling of every patriotic Englishman con- 
senting these pretentioue bat tawny and ig- 
norant barbarians. 

Irish Emiobatke. — T he English papers 
ntinue to notice the flow of emigration from 
Ireland. At Queenstown, on the 12th of May, 
the City of W asbington took 320 passengers, 
making her entire number 700, and leaving 
$00 persons behind, who had provided pas- 
sage-tickets. The Cork Reporter says the 
rush is so great that persons desirous of being 
booked would not be entered for any time 
bifore the 25;h of Jane next, with a proba- 
bility of being obliged to wait still longer. 
Over 2,000 persons are already entered to sail 
in the Inman Company’s boats, and before one 
of that number can be sent there will be a 
vast increase by other entries made in Liver- 
pool and Qaeenstown, and by the receipt of 
advance fares paid in America. “When it is 
considered,” says the Reporter, "that this 
company despatches three boats every fort- 
night, and that the Canard Company’s boats 
depart weekly, and that the emigration con- 
tinued through the whole of the past winter, 
although previoasly it ceased daring the an- 
genial weather, some no tier, may be formed 
of the magnitude of that tide which is cease- 
lessly rolling from onr shores.” One day re- 
cently 79 persons from Tralee aad Killarney 
took their departure for New Tork. Next day 
the number was between 200 and 300, of 
whom 40 bad their passages paid by Lord 
Ca8tlerosse. All of them had been the occu- 
pants of small farms, and are described as the 
bone and sinew of the country. This move- 
ment may be said to be universal, though 
prevailing more in some districts than in oth- 
ers. 

Fbancb and tbs Ruin*. — T he Manchester 
iTdian, an English paper, referring to the 
feeling in Oreat Britain in regard to tbe po- 
sition of the German Powers, observes that 
a year or two ago a rumor to tbe effeot that 
the French were preparing to extend their 
frontier to the left back of the Rhine, wonid 
have created the greatest excitement in Eng- 
land, and the almost unanimous senti- 
ment, among all classes, would have been that 
such sn aggression and such an aggrandise- 
ment of the chief military monarchy on the 
Continent must Bot be tolerated for an hour. 
Even the first steps in the realisation ofsuoh 
a scheme would bare been the signal for a 
rupture of friendly relations with France, if 
not for open opposition. Now, it says, that 
"if Louis Napoleon were to move for tnat ob- 
ject, the first remark of nine oat of ten Eng- 
lishmen, we believe, would be, ‘It will serve 
Prussia right; she has set the example of spo- 
liation and oppression, and we at least will 
not interfere to save her from the merited 
punishment of her wrong-doing.’ ” 

At a recent meeting of the Paris Acad- 
emy of Sciences Mods. Prevet communicated 
some observation* on the poaeibility of using 
the seed of the carob tree for the preparation 
of a drink which might be substituted for cof- 
fee. He describes this drink as very agreea- 
ble, even without eugar, and thinks it may 
suit persons who find coffee too exciting. 

^ «®-Mrs. Arnold, a Bister of Stonewall 
Jackson, bas beea stopping in Wheeling for a 
couple of weeks.

$©f“The French government found itself in 
a minority of one on the question os to the 
restitution by the State of the sum of 54,000 
francs to the family of Lesurqnes. This claim 
has been repeatedly brought before the French 
Legislature, but bas hitherto always been suc- 
cessfully resisted by the government for the 
time being. As the particulars of the case are 
very singular and interesting, we extract 
them: 

On the 22d of April, 1796, a fair-haired man, 
Darned Joseph Lesnrques, arrived in Paris 
from Donal, his native town, with hi j wile 
and three children. He was a man some 
thirty-three years old, had about £600 a year, 
and had come to Paris to educate his children. 
On the day of his arrival he visited one Gn- 
ef no, a carrier of Douai, who invited him to 
brtekfast the next day; he went, and met for 
the first time one Gouriol. On the 8th Fiareai 
four gentlemen, one of whom was Oonriol. and 
another had light flaxen hair, rodeontof Parts 
through the battier of Charenton; they dine! at 
Mongeron, and afterwards went on to Lieur- 
a tin', where the fair-haired man found he had 
btoken the chain of his spur. His cotnptn- 
ione -ode on to an inh, but he stopped at a 
cafe oiid borrowed some thread to mend the 
cbaiD; he was not very skilful in mandiDg it, 
and a female servant relieved him of the ta,k, 
and helped to fasten the spnr on his boot. 
Then the man rejoined his companions, and 
after drinking some wine at the inn, they all 
rode on. But tbe fair-haired man was des- 
tined to be unlucky, he soon found ha had left 
a sabre, which, like the rest, he wore at the 
inn, and he galloped back for it, had a glass of 
brandy, and again set off after his friends. 
Meanwhile the courier from Paris to Lyons 
bed stopped at the inn to change horses, and 
he set off on the s.tmc road, accompanied by a 
postillion and the single passenger allowed to 
be taken in by him. The next morning the 
courier and postillion were found killed by 
tbe wayside, the mail-bags rifled, and one 
horse gone. Between four and five the same 
morning five persons entered Paris by the 
barrier of Rambouillet, and a little after tbe 
missing horse was found wandering abon 
the P ace Roj ale, while four horses in a very 
jaded condition were returned to a horse- 
keeper by two persons (one of them Couriol), 
who bad hired them the morning before. 
Couriol w is soon arrested, and also Gnesno, 
but as tbe latter proved a distinct alibi, be was 
immediately discharged. The next day Guesno 
wished to return to Donai, and proceeded to 
the magistiate who had investigated tbe 
charge against him for a permit. On the roai 
he called on his friend Lesurques, who accom- 
panitd him. But at tbe magistrate’s they 
found the innkeeper of Mongeron and the 
maid servant of the Lienrsaint cafe, both of 
whom denounced Gnesno and LesurqueS as 
two of tbe murderers. The innkeeper rcc >g- 
nized Lesurqnes as one of the party who had 
dined at Mongeron. The maid servant swore 
be was the man whose spar chain she had 
mended, and subsequently the innkeeper, 
stable boy, and a gardener at Lienrsaint, de- 
posed that he was the horseman who had re- 
turned for the sabre be had left behind. Lesnr- 
quf-s, Gnesno, and Oonriol were tried. Tbe 
alibi esfatl shed by Gnesno was complete, and 
be was acquitted. The witnesses persisted in 
declaring that Lesurqnes was one of the awrty ; 
bn’, on the other hand, hecailedtwotradtsm n 
who swore that they had dined with him in 
Pt ris on the evening of the 8.b, several werk- 
m nrpgsged about his apartments, who d<- 
posed that they had seen him repeatedly on 
th- 1 day, and a jeweller named Legrand, who 
affirmed that he had had business transactions 
with Lesurquts on the 8th, and produced his 
account book to prove it. The book was ex- 
amined, and it was seen that ‘ 9th” had been 
badly erased and ‘’8th” substituted for it. Le- 
grand was cross-questioned, confessed be had 
made tbe alteration to corroborate his testi- 
mony, and tbe witnesses for the defence were 
immediately discredited. A female witness 
who followed was so severely examined by 
the presiding Judge that she fainted. The 
evidence was summed up, and the jury 
lad retired to deliberate, when one Made- 
line Bieban, the mistress of Oonriol, insisted 
on being examined, and declared that she 
was acquainted with the whole affair, and 
the wit. treses bad mistaken Lesnrques for one 
Duboeq, to whem he bore an extraordinary 
resemblance. Her testimony was rejected, 
and the jury found Lesurqnes and Oonriol 
guilty, and, in conformity with the practice of 
the time, condemned them to death. Oonriol 
confected bis gnilt, but declared Lesnrques 
innocent. Dubosq, he said, was the crimiaal. 
The JudgeB applied to the Directory for a re- 
prieve; the Directory applied to the Five Hun- 
dred, but they replied that tbe law allowed to 
no one the prerogative of pardon, nor a power 
to review the judgment of the jury; for them- 
selves they bad no powor and no responsi- 
bility. 

Lesurqnes met his doom like a brave man, 
yet, like a true Frenchman, he recogrozed the 
sentiment of bis sitnation; he pub ished an 
address to the real mnrderer, imploring him, 
should be ever be brought to juitice, to re- 
deem tbe memory of the innocent. Tbe day 
of his execntion was Maundy Thursday, and 
he went to tbe scaffold dressed in white, the 
ejmbolof innocence, and regretting that he 
could not die on the next day, the anniversary 
ol the Passion. Four years after Duboeq was 
arrested, the witnesses who had identified 
L.snrqu*s were confronted with him and con- 
fessed iheir former error, and Dubosq was c n- 
d< mred and executed In the meantime the 
accomplice who had travelled with the 
courier had been found and condemred, 
and be bad tesiifiea to the innoc -nee 
if Lesnrques. The two other murder- 
ers Were afterwards tried and condemned, 
but tea discovery of these w-s unnecessa- 
ry. The moment that Dnbosq had bien 
found guilty the innocence of Lesnrques was 
established. From that moment tne family of 
Le;ntques have struggled to procure a formal 
dtclaratlon of his innocence and a restitution 
of bis property, which had been aeiz -d to make 
good the robbery of the mail, bat their efforts 
have bad email tnccess. Hts widow survived 
him down to 1842, bat during many years was 
a helpless lunatic; his son perished in the 
campaign of Moscow; one Daughter com nai t-d 
suicide; tbe second died in a madhouse; an 
crt.han granddaughter remains to represent bis 
family. The vote of Monday, the 16th, refers 
Ui the Ministers of the Emperor the duty of 
Teetering to this granddaughter the value of 
her prauusire’s property.

Bridgeport, Ala., May, 1864. J 
For the short period of two months my 
time was lately pat in at Stevenson, Alabama, 
and whilst at that place had ample opportu- 
nity of observing what might be called "one 
way of squelching the rebellion.” But of this 
hereafter. 

Stevenson, as most of your readers are un- 
doubtedly aware, is located at the junction of 
tbe Nashvils and Chattanooga and Memphis 
and Charleston Railroads, and is, simply en 
account of i s eituation, the most important 
point between Nashville and Chattanooga. 
For some months post a brigade nnder the 
command of Col. Ireland has been stationed 
heie, but the gallant Colonel and his brave 
boys are now away down in Georgia teaching 
Joe Johnston a lesson. Colonel Lyon, of the 
13th Wisconsin, is present commander of the 
post, a very efficient aad gentlemanly officer, 
and one much liked by everybody. Colonel 
Lyon potsesees the singular faculty of im- 
agining himself an officer in command of the 
post, and not a little god with shoulder- straps. 
For this reason all bis intercourse with the 
world at large is characterized by common 
sente, which is saying a good deal. 

Tbe post of Stevenson will remain of great 
importance daring the continuance of the war. 
For eome time it was the base of supplies 
while the army was manoeuvring for the pos- 
session of Chattanooga. Daring all that time 
an immense business was transacted by the 
Quartermaster Department, and under the 
able management of Capt. W. A. Warren, an 
Iowa officer, but a Kentuckian by birth. The 
successor or Capt. Warren was Capt. D. Y 
Kilgore. Shortly after his advent there was 
a rumor in well-informed circles that the 
learned and pious D. Y. was afflicted with 
what some esculapi&n politician has termed 
"Nigger on the brain,” to say nothing of the 
affliction of the same genius, caused no doubt 
by the critical speculations and subtile theo- 
ries of tbe brave Wisconsin Captain concern- 
ing the beauties of slavery. However that 
may be, ctrain it is, that the worthy Quar- 
termaster devoted a great deal of time aud at- 
tention to the black population, which, in the 
opinion of many, might better have been ex- 
pended in attending tr the duties of his office. 
For eome reason, the energy and busi- 
ness-like appearance of the Dost went 
down as negro stock went up, and, nnder hia 
d spensarion, Stevenson gradually lapsed into 
a state of idleness and lethargy, broken only 
by tbe shouts of young contrabands about the 
schcol-honee, in which the up-hill business of 
teaching their young ideas how to shoot was 
and is still being carried on. Not having 
much to do *ne day, I visited this school, and 
fonnd — or saw, rather — much to interest a 
naturalist, bnt not much of anything else. 
Tbe school is in charge of two ladies from tbe 
North, whose energy and self-sacrifice are 
eeitaiuly commendable, but of whoso indis- 
cretion in coming this far in this business I 
have, t much tossy. However readily they 
may devote their time and entrgtes to that 
purpose, they will never experience that en- 
couraging reward which so richly compen- 
sates an ambitious labor — the progress of the 
scbcol and the gradual improvement of tbe 
sebo a It is a settled fact that school-teach- 
ing within the lines of the army never proved 
advantageous, and, at this post especially, it 
stents more a nuisance aud a farce than to 
be efit any parties concerned. The men of 
the colored race being mostly occupied by the 
Government during the day, cannot p irticipa e 
of that blissing, while the women aud children 
o* all ages crowd tbe school-house in their 
anxiety to see the elephant, but get sorely dis- 
appointed, as, arrived once at the rendezvous, 
strict otdets keep them rivetted to their seats, 
and command them to keep at rest that 
always active tool of the lingual organ. Tha 
feminine lumps of animated coal are add ess d 
young ladies, by which title the existing rates 
end iegulations are communicated to them. 
Dipping sonff, chewing and smoking tobacco, 
is strictly prohibited, as unbecoming to ladies 
of tbe "higher class ” 

W» have heard of the youth to whom the 
honorable degree of M. D. was awarded for 
having in hts younger days swept medical 
col ege, and having acquired a vast expe- 
rts: ce and correct judgment of that branch oy 
tsingbit on tbe head with a medical book 
duriDg his peculiar "studies." As that method 
’8 pretty much applied at the school of 
tbe "higher clegs,” we predict a rapid 
advance and progressive steps to negro youth. 
During our visit we perceived a McGnffey's 
Reader, descending rather heavily on the 
skull of several youngsters, but by no means 
too heavy, as tho natural thickness of the 
material would not only permit, bnt demand 
a heavy blow, to create communication be- 
tween tbe book and the few scattering 
Indians " 

There scholars, amounting to about 125. be- 
long to tbe large negro population of this place, 
which already have transformed Stevenson 
iztoanegro settlement. Handredsof cabins 
are elected and stuck up in ail corners of the 
place, the inmates of which being at a heavy 
expense to the Government, an immense num- 
ber of rations being issued them for which 
the Government receives not the slightest re- 
muneration. Tbe interior aDd exterior of 
their homesteads represent the repngnant as- 
pect of fil hand dirt, which have ever been the 
cause ot raging disease aud destructive illness. 
Our army suffers severely from the annhila- 
ting stench and brea'h forthcoming from these 
Date. Several serious cases of measles, ty- 
phoid fever, and small-pox, originating at 
those quarters, have ravenously attacked onr 
sold ers, thrown them on a sick conch, and 
brought them to an untimely grave. 

Iusiitu lions of similar character were quick- 
ly removed at this place by that vig 1 int offi- 
cer Capt. J. C. Clemen tf, Assistant Quarter- 
master, who aispersed the entire neighbor- 
hood at a moment’s warning, giving them 
marching orders and transportation to a more 
healthy climate. If a policy equal to that, is 
not adopted at Stevenson very early, the 
const qnence mast prove disastrous to tbe san- 
itary condition ot that post this summer. But, 
as the Quartermaster Department bas under- 
went a new change, it beiDg now represented 
by Limt. Ickeltbeimer, the evil above refer- 
red to challenges a bright prospect for re- 
moval.

Supply Ttain Attacked by Guerillas. — 
The Clarksburg, Va., Telegraph has a letter 
dated Jane 1st, from a correspondent at 
Marti nsburg, from which we extract the fol- 
lowing: 

On Sunday, the 29th ult., a detachment of 
80 cavalry and 40 or 50 infantry, consisting of 
convalescents and men who had been home 
on furlough, set out from this place to join 
their respective regiments in front nnder Gen. 
Hunter, under command ofLt. Col. Root, of 
the 15th New York cavalry. Tais detach- 
ment was accompanied by 15 wagons lightly 
loaded with supplies. Late in the afternoon 
ot tbe same day, as the detachment was ap- 
proaching the village of Newtown, it was at- 
tacked by Gilmore’s baGd of about 200 thieves 
8hd bushwhackers, and one officer and tour- 
tem privates were killed, 15 wounded and 12 
captured. Fortunately a train p'oceediagfrom 
the front to Martinsburg, coming up shortly 
after the engagement, guardea by a regiment 
of infantry, prevented the total rout ot the 
whole detachment. 

Tbe train of fifteen wagons was captured 
and Eet on fire, but owing to the opportune 
arrival of the infantry, the supplies were 
nearly all saved. Tne rebels succeeded in 
escaping with the team horses. 

Owing to the great danger of passing to 
tbe front, Col. Root, with ihe portion of his 
commaEd that had escaped, returned to Mar- 
tineburg, where he arrived yesterday after- 
neon. The officer killed was Captain B.-eu, 
of the 1st New York veteran cavalry, said to 
be one of the most gallant men that belonged 
to tbe army. 

Missouri Items.— T he Kansas City Journal 
of the 31st says: 

We learned yesterday that a company of 
our soldiers encountered a squad of seven 
bushwhackers. Sunday evening, in the vicin 
itj of tbe Blue, killed one of them, captured 
two horsef, revolvers, etc. Others of tne 
gang were certainly woutded. Their leader, 
who is supposed to have been Tod, was evi 
dcntly badly wounded, as he was hardly 
able to cliDg to bis horse aud make hisescape 
Fourteen shots were fired at him. We got no 
further particulars.

Mr 
Si n stopped, but tbe horse of Mr. Nichols 
tr.k’rg fright ran away with him, and the 
scouts not recognizing him, and thinking be 
was endeavoring to escape, bred npon bun 
wounding him in the flwhy part rtf the arm, 
alto wonnding bis horse. The soldiers con- 
n g up expressed great regret at the sad occur- 
rence, advising Mr. Nichols and Mr. Srn to 
proceed back to ihe main road to avoid com- 
ing in dangerous contact with other scauts. 

Mr. Nichols proceeded to find his horse, 
when the other scouts, attracted by the firing 
aid teeing him and hia hotse bleeding, tork 
Mm for a bushwhacker, fired upon aa i killed 
him. 

It is a sad aDd lamentable casualty, and 
wiil, we tuppose, be the subject of military in- 
vestigation by Colonel Hall.

Thb Lake Tunnel— The Progress of the 

Work — 1 be Chicago Times says: “The con- 
tractors are low rapidly pushing forward the 
wo k upon tbe eastward driftof the lake tun- 
nel. They have penetrated nearly fifty feet 
under the lake through a stiff bine clay mixed 
with bowlders of limestone, some of which, 
are of large size. These stones, although of- 
fering but little impediment to the work of 
removing the clay, deteriorate it somewhat 
for the purposes of bricktuakiog. The ma- 
chinery tor the maHa’actnre of bricks i t now 
npon tbe ground, and preparations are rapidly 
being made to tarn ont the manafactared ar- 
ticle as fast as they will be wanted by the 
masons. 

"In sinking the shaft, a jetof highly infi m- 
msble gas was met with, and wtien ligated 
shot up in a brilliant flame several feat in 
height. This was snereaded by a flow of 
water, which has continued ever since, re- 
quiring about four hours pumping each day. 
This bas Hot, however, proved a great disad- 
vantage, a3 ths well at the bottom of the 
shaft receives it all and drains the whole site 
of operations. 

• Tire workmen are furnished with latn»3 
which are fastened to their hats tolight them 
at their work. As fast as the clay is loosen- 
ed, it is placed upon a small ear which runs 
on a railway track. It is conveyed to the 
bottom of the shaft and then hoisted. Tan 
subterranean transportation is effected by the 
nee of mules which are accommodated with 
quarters at the end of the tunnel west of the 
shaft. The work will now rapidly be proceed- 
ed with at the rate of between fifteen and 
twenty feet per day. The crib-work tor the 
first lake shaft is in process of construction 
on tbe north pier and will be completed some 
time during the month of July.”

The 
fuspoeed mnrderer was found lurking in the 
woods r ear leva, aud given into the custody 
of the deputy sber.ff of McDonough county, 
who tbrongh blundering imbecility, or some- 
thing worse, permitted him to getaway. Coe 
is well-known to tbe merchants and shopmen 
of this and adjoining counties as a very hon- 
orable man, correct and efficient in his busi- 
ness, ai d as possessing an amiability of man- 
ner that won him customers when other 
tradeis fonnd small market for their wares.

Martial Law in Missouri — The Louisiana 
Mob. — The mobbing of two loyal newspa- 
pers at Louisiana, Missouri, a few days ago, 
is a singular commentary on the working of 
martial law in this Slate. A crowd of aol- 
diers, acting, not of their own intelligent vo- 
lition, but upon the sinister promptings of 
local partisans, altackeu the offices of the 
Journal and the Union, smashed the presses, 
threw the type into the street, and after hav- 
ing made the work of destruction as com- 
plete as possible, concluded the wanton vio- 
lence by beating one of the Editors, who came 
to remonstrate ngainst their lawless conduct. 
Mr. Reid and Mr Monaghan have no means 
of redressing this wrong. If they appeal to 
the courts, they will find the powers of the 
court fettered by the iron shackles of martial 
law; if they appeal to the dispensers of mar- 
tial law, they meet with nothing but indif- 
ference, evasion, or positive contumely. 
They have no choice but silent submission to 
their injuries. The vindictive partisans who 
incited tbe soldiers to destroy their presses, 
sland ready to give them a still more serious 
proof of their hatred if they should complain 
of the one already received; and the victims 
well know that if they would assure them- 
selves against assassination, they must say 
as little about the outrage as possible. 

Martial law ought to be tho system for the 
summary aDd energetic infliction of justice, 
the punishment of evil doers, and the pre- 
vention of wrong. But martial law in Mis- 
souri is little else than a code to override all 
civil law, aud prevent justice from being 
done. The evils of a protracted reign of the 
very best form of martial law are universally 
admitted; nevertheless, these evils may be 
atoned for, and the dispensation of the code 
made endurable, by the prevention or pun- 
ishment of wrong which civil law is too slow 
in reaching, and the accomplishment of good 
» hie h civil law is too tardy in effecting. But 
martial law as administered in Missouri is 
d< generating into a chronic evil. Its powers 
are practically unlimited; bat the affair at 
Louisiana is one of a dozen signal proofs 
that it uniformly refuses either to prevent, 
or redress the grossest wrongs. We have no 
idea that anything will be done to punish 
the authors of the Louisiana mob, or to com- 
pensate its victims for their injuries. There 
will be an investigation, we presume, but it 
will end in an investigation, and no exam- 
ple will be made to prevent the recurrence of 
similar riots in future. — St. Louis Union. 



The President of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology (Professor William B.

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©“The extradition treaty of 1842 with 
'Great Britain, which was drawn when Daniel 
Webster was Secretary of State, in referring 
to the surrender of British citizens under its 
provisions, clearly lays down the principles 
which governed the contracting parties in the 
following explicit language: "This shall only 
be done upon such evidence of criminality as, 
according to the laws of the place where the 
’ fugitive or person so charged Bhall be found, 
would justify his apprehension and commit- 
ment for trial, if the crime or offence had been 
| there committed, and the respective judges or 
other magistrates of the two governments 
shall have power, jurisdiction, and authority, 
upon complaint made under oath, to issue a 
warrant for the apprehension of the fugitive 
or person so charged, that he may be brought 
before such judges or other magistrates re- 
spectively, to the end that the evidences of 
such criminality may be heard and consid- 
ered; and if, on such bearing, the evidence be 
deemed sufficient to sustain the charge, it 
Shall be the duty of the examining judge or 
magistrate to certify the same to the proper 
executive authority, that a warrant may issue 
for the surrender of such fugitive.” 

If we test the case of Arguelles by this, it 
Will be seen that every principle was violated. 
Ko evidences of his criminalty were adduced; 
no judges or magistrates received complaints 
under oath upon which to issue a warrant for 
his arrest; he was brought before no tribunal 
to consider the evidences of criminalty; no 
certificate was given to any proper executive 
officer; and no warrant was issued for his 
surrender. There are many men now serving 
the cause of the country gallantly in the 
Union armies who sought our shores to es- 
cape persecution in their own homes, and ^11 
these might with equal propriety be surren- 
I dertd to gratify the hate of European despots 
because they had dared to assert the liberty 
of speech. It is true that our treaties provide 
’ fer a judicial inquiry, before the vilest crim- 
insls can be driven from their place of 
refuge, but with Spain we have never 
negotiated for their surrender upon any 
terms, and Chancellor Kent says "the United 
tStates have no jurisdiction in such cases ex- 
cept under a treaty provision,” and when in 
1848 Congress passed a law legalizing the sur- 
render upon extradition and prescribing the 
manner of procedure, it expressly limited its 
operations to the existence of any extradition 
treaty with any foreign government and no 
longer. If the letter and the spirit of that 
law have any significance, it is that there 
shall be no surrender, under any terms or 
considerations, where no extradition treaty 
exists. 

The enormity of the outrage which has 
been committed in the Arguelles case again>t 
law, the sanctity of refuge, and national 
honor, has no parallel, and it is revolting to 
reflect that it will subject us to the scorn and 
contempt of the world. The protection of all 
-citizens against arbitrary arrests is the first 
duty of a government. The Montreal Herald 
of the 1st inst., contains a very indignant 
article, based upon the fact that when ths 
steamer Asia arrived at Boston a few days 
previously, a United States Marshal went on 
board and arrested Mr. Levey, of London, 
and took him to New York, where, instead of 
being brought before the authorities, he 
was placed in a cell, locked up, and refused 
all communication with his friends. We 
know nothing relative to thecauseof this ar- 
rest, and the Montreal paper was equally ig- 
norant when it denounced the whole affair as 
an outrage which called for prompt and de- 
cided action on the part of the Biitish Minis- 
ter at Washington. If this Levey was a fu- 
gitive from British justice, of course its repre- 
sentatives in this country would be anxious 
for his extradition, but they desire that it 
shall be done in consonance with the laws, 
and they are determined that he shall have 
the advantage of every safeguard to which the 
immutable principles ofjusticeand treaty stip- 
ulations entitle him. Hence it is that when 
the finger of arbitrary authority is laid upon 
a British subject in this country the British 
Consul immediately communicates .the fact 
to Lord Lyons, and every British paper de- 
mands prompt and searching scrutiny into the 
facts. 

But the extreme tenacity of our Govern- 
ment in reference to the rights of its citizens 
upon foreign soil was signally exemplified 
during the Pierce Administration in the case 
of Martin KoEzta. He was a Hungarian, who 
bad lived more than a year in this country, 
and, when he was arrested in Smyrna by the 
officers of Austria, Oapt. Ingraham demanded 
his release and obtained it at the cannon’d 
mouth, and, when Austria demanded redress, 
Wm, L. Marcy, then Secretary of State, wrote 
a peremptory refusal to the Chevalier Halse- 
mann, at the very remembrance of which tho 
heart of every true American pulsates with 
pride and joy. But a case still more in point, 
which had almost passed from our recollec- 
tion, has been recalled by a correspondent of 
the New York World. It occurred during the 
Taylor Administration, when John M. Clay- 
ton was Secretary of State. A Spanish pris- 
oner, named Rey, escaped from Cuba to New 
Orleans in 1849, where he was kidnapped at 
the instigation of the Spanish Consul and sent 
back to Havana. As soon as the fact could be 
communicated by telegraph to Washington, 
a veesel of war was ordered to Cuba, a per- 
emptory demand was made for Key’s surren- 
der, and he was the next day placed again un- 
der the proud protection of the stars and 
stripes, from which he had been forcibly 
torn. The cases of Rey and Arguelles in 
many particulars are similar, but Zachary 
Taylor's Cabinet was composed of American 
statesmen, jealous of their country’s honor 
and proud of her good name, while Abraham 
Lincoln has around him partisans of the moat 
unbounded ambition or the most fathomless 
Stupidity. In 1849, before the guns of Moro 
Castle, the surrender of Rey was demanded, 
but in 1864 the kidnapping of Arguelles is 
I defended. 

We regard this matter as of exceeding 
gravity. If the position assumed by the Lin- 
coln Administration is tenable, there are 
thousands of eur adopted citizens who will 
be subject to arrest and rendition to the des- 
potic powers of Europe they have offended by 
their boldness in years long past. Indeed 
there is hardly an immigrant from continental 
Europe who could not be demanded as owing 
military service to his native government, 
while the German and Irish refugees would 
be delivered up to the axe of the headsman or 
the rope of the executioner for political of- 
fences. Once let the precedent be established 
that our State Department holds in its hands 
the life and liberty of all foreign residents in 
the United States, and where can imagination 
place a limit to the gross abuses which would 
grow out of its exercise! The policy which 
Mr. Lincoln now boldly proclaims will reopen 
the dungeons of the Old World for the recep- 
tion of those who have sought an asylum here, 
under the promise of protection, except in those 
cases where extradition treaties exist, and then 
they are to be legally, not arbitrarily arrested, 
and they are to be tried, not kidnapped. Is 
the Administration preparing to emulate the 
despotism of Spain and Austria that it makes 
its fiat superior to the precedents of our histo- 
ry, the requirements of our laws, and the bind- 
ing influences of our treaties! If so, let us 
tear down the statue of Liberty that has just 
been erected upon the dome of the capitol at 
Washington! It should not be left there as a 
false beacon to lure storm-tossed exiles to our 
shorts that these political wreckers may seize 
upon them and remand them to the custody 
of the tyrants from whom they have escaped. 

The army correspondents are contin- 
ually announcing men as killed who are un 
hurt. If the correspondents must kill any- 
body with their pens, let them kill them- 
selves. Many Of them do. 



g©- One of the strongest objections we 
have urged to the employ ment of black treops 
has been onr confident belief that they would 
prove inefficient, though a still more para- 
mount repugnance to their use was the cer- 
taiaty that it would add to the duration of the 
r- hellion, and postpone the day of its humili- 
ation and surrender. Every man of sense 
took these views of the question when it was 
fi st agitated, but unfortunately for the coun- 
try the contagion of radicalism spread with 
f- arful rapidity and was soon absorbed into 
the entire system of the dominant Republican 
party. We will not stop to speak of the poli- 
cy in its humanitarian aspects, as to taking 
the negroes from comfortable homes and ex- 
posing them to all the privations and dis- 
eases of camp life, but we desire to call 
attention to the following from a cor- 
respondent of the Springfield (Mass.) Re- 
publican, a paper which supports the Ad- 
ministration in all its leading measures. The 
letter from which we give the extract is 
dated Port Hudson, La., May 15, and thu3 
speaks of the corps d’Afrique: 

This body of troops, organized and equipped 
i'S order of Gen. Banks, and intended to in- 
clude about fifteen thousand men, having their 
headquarters at this port, ha3 recently been 
subject to several important changes. 'When 
the order of organization was promulgated, it 
contemplated the formation of eighteen regi- 
ments of five hundred men, with the same 
number of effioers a3 in the regiments of one 
thousand. There were already three full 
regiments organized several months previous 
as "Louisiana native guards,” and General 
Ullnmn had already commenced recruiting for 
the five regiments known subsequently as 
Ullman’s brigade. These eight regiments 
were made the nucleus of the new corps, and 
dnring the summer and autumn of 1863, 
through the channels opened by the progress 
of the campaign, there were men enough en- 
listed to swell the number of regiments to about 
25, and Gen. Geo. L. Andrews was placed in 
command of the corps. But, unfortunately, 
it was found that the physical qualifications 
of the negro were not equal to the hardship i 
of drill and fatigue duty, many of them hav- 
ing in them the seeds of old and sure'y fatal 
diseases brought on by the vicious habits of 
plantation life, and many others being as yet 
young and immature in body and marked by 
hereditary taints. It is surprising to one un- 
acquainted with the subject to contemplate 
the terrible rate of mortality, and to learn 
how many have lung and heart diseases, or 
are broken down by rheumatic affections, 
overwork, and ill usage. Thousands died, 
were discharged for disability, or deserted. 
The regiments dwindled down from five to 
two or three hundred ; recruiting was stopped 
by an order from General Banks, which 
contemplated the retention of as many 
able-bodied blacks as possible on the Gov- 
ernment plantations; officers began to 
grow discouraged; resignations became 
the order of tbeiay ; disappointment on the pay 
question demoralized the men. All these 
causes combined to have an unfavorable effect 
on the corps. When the campaign oom- 
mi nced this season, four regiments were or- 
dered to the field. To fill them up to six 
hundred each, it was necessary to transfer 
men from three or four other regiments, leav- 
irg to each company in the latter only its 
officers and ten men. Then came the action 
of the War Department, changing the regi- 
mental numbers and designations to United 
States infantry, artillery, &c., and requiring a 
maximum of one thousand. Very little re- 
maim of the original corps, Bave in the regret- 
ful recollections of its past officers and the 
formidable fortifications its men have erected 
here since the surrender of Port Hudson. 
General Andrews has gone North on leave, 
Gen. Ullman succeeding to the command, and 
a full and careful inspection of all the works 
and forces here last week by General T. W. 
Sherman (who lost a leg in the siege of Port 
Hudson), has given rise to a rumor of a further 
change of commanders. What the future of 
the corps will be depends now upon the ques- 
tion of expediency; will the possible interests 
or necessities of our standing army warrant 
the enormous expense of organizing and drill- 
ing colored troops and bringing them np to 
the standard of white troops? As the re- 
sources of the South, agriculturally, are called 
out, the demand for labor of acclimated blacks 
will increase; if the available number is di- 
minished by the requirements of a large army, 
there will be an increased opposition to main- 
taining black regiments. The queatioa is of 
immediate and great importance. To fill npthe 
black regiments in this deparment alone would 
require 20,000 new recruits, and tho relative 
mortality of white and black troops seemi to 
indicate that it would bs better to let the pres- 
ent black organizations die out and supply their 
places, if the necessity continues, from the 
army of foreigners now seeking our shores. 
Besides this reason there is another entering 
into the consideration of the subject, namely, 
the greater cost of maintaining colored troops. 
They are undeniably idle, lazy, unproductive, 
and wasteful. The loss by wear and tear, such 
as the expense of keeping up their uniforms 
and equipments, of ctmp and garrison equi- 
page, and all kinds of military stores and prop- 
erty, promises to exceed very greatly the cor- 
responding expenditure for white troops, and 
it is scarely a matter for doubt that their ser- 
vice arc far less valuable, both in quality and 
in quantity, to the government. The subject 
is one which commends itself very forcibly to 
all who have an interest in the future charac- 
ter and condition of oar national troops. 

This writer gives a terrible picture of tho 
misery brought upon these unfortunate peo- 
ple; they were physically disqualified for the 
labors of the camp and field, or were subject 
to hereditary diseases, which soon broke them 
down, so that thousands died or were dis- 
charged for disability, and now he thinks it 
would be better to diBband the entire organi- 
zation and supply the place with white troop3. 
He adduces, in addition to the incapacity of 
the negro for the duties of a soldier, the in- 
creased cost of his maintenance, as he is “un- 
deniably idle, lazy, unproductive, and waste- 
ful.” It is fortunate that this evidence comes 
from a source friendly to the Administration, 
and we have hopes, therefore, that it will have 
its proper weight in inducing the War De- 
partment to discontinue the enlistment 
of colored troops and rely upon the patriotism 
cf the white citizens to give to the Govern- 
ment every man that is requisite to crush 
the rebellion. We will absolve those who in- 
augurated the policy of using blaoks for sol- 
diers, from any suspicion or apprehension that 
such terrible mortality would follow from 
their employment. Most unfortunate was the 
day when the negro was taken from hi3 na- 
tional agricultural field of labor to be placed 
in the camp; cohorts of evil have followed it; 
regiments have become almost extinct; ir- 
reparable disasters bare been the consequence, 
and atrocities, which sicken tho heart to con- 
template, have blackened tho history of 
the war. It is not too late to measura- 
bly correct the evil; as the season 
advances, the blacks can all be profitably, 
happily, and healthily employed in raising 
the crops which are necessary for the supply 
of our armies and of the people, and new en- 
ergy would be infused into the recruiting 
service if it were once more announced that 
this would be a white man's war. We have 
onr fears that the stubbornness which has 
caused persistence in other ill-advised mja- 
sure8 will be an impediment to the eraiica- 
tion of this evil, but, as the earnest ontreaties 
come np from all quarters of the country and 
from those who politically affiliate with the 
Administration as well as from those who are 
constrained by a sense of duty to oppose it, 
they may have a persuasive effect which 
we cannot delude ourselves by anticipating. 
Humanity, honor, economy, and military 
efficiency, all demand that the negro regi- 
ments now in service should be disbanded, 
and that those In the prooess of formation 
should be countermanded. The Administra- 
tion has made its costly and fatal experiment; 
let it now frankly acknowledge its failure 
and stop the murderous proceedings for the 
future.

Be the ad- 
ministration as perverse and wrong-headed 
end wrong-hearted as it may, our main 
armies are led by great and skillful warriors 
and enlightened patriots, who are honestly, 
and with their whole souls, devoted 
to the mighty work before them. Let 
u3 give them the means of doiog that 
mighty work, and we may rest assurred that 
the means will be used with wudom and 
skill and energy. And, if the war can be 
brought to a close, we may then heal up the 
bleeding and gaping wounds of a prostrate 
constitution; but if, ou t of resentment for the 
misconduct of the functionaries ac TYifhicg- 
ton, or on account of any impression that it 
is in vain to furnish men and money while 
the present Administration continues in pow- 
er, we suffer the rebellion to triumph, then 
our Union and onr Constitution will be bur- 
ied in one common grave, from which there 
can be no resurrection either in time or in 
eternity. 

If we knew that the present policy of tho 
administration is to be enduring, that it is to 
be continued not only till the fourth of next 
March bat afterwards, we confess that we 
should feel much less anxiety than we now 
do for the vigorous prosecution of the war. 
Ia that case we should feel that it is probably 
prosecuted to little or no purpose. A union 
with such a region as the policy of the ad- 
ministration would make the South could, it 
seems to us, be of no possible value. A re- 
gion swarming with millions of freed negroes, 
hundreds of thousands of them accustomed to 
the use of flre-orms and constituted the lords 
of the soil, could not be inhabited by white 
men. And, if it could be and should be, 
they would never, for generations to come, 
forgive the spoliation and confiscation of 
their possessions. Within their souls would 
burn the inextinguishable fires of hate and 
vengeance. They would strike fiercely 
wherever they should see an opening for a 
vengeful blow. Eternal enmity would be a 
part of their religion. Military forces would 
have to be stationed and kept everywhere 
among them. The standing armies necessary 
to keep the peace would cost almost as 
much as our armies now in the field. 
Our vast national debt, instead of decreas- 
ing or becoming stationary, would go up 
every day until our people would be com- 
pelled to succumb to the terrible burden laid 
upon their sbouldeis. All this, to be sure, 
would not be worse than what we might ex- 
pect to befall ns if we were to succumb to the 
rebellion and submit to a dissolution of the 
Union, but it would be nearly or quite as bad, 
and at any rate it would be a greater misery 
than a nation could bear. 

But we must not let ourselves admit that 
either of the bad alternatives is possible— 
either that the Union will be dissolved by the 
success of the rebellion, or, that the radical, 
wild, and most mischievous policy of the Lin- 
coln administration will become the estab- 
lished and paramount policy of the Govern- 
ment. The clear sunshine is upon the path 
of duty that lies before us. Deeply as we 
deprecate and condemn the present and the 
contemplated acta of the Administration, we 
must quell the rebellion — quell it in the 
shortest possible time, so that the functiona- 
ries at the head of the Government may not 
have a great war as an apology or pretext for 
the exercise of despotic powers; and, in the 
mean while, wo must use every conceivable 
means consistent with the vigor ot the war 
to paralyze official wrong and oppression on 
the part of the Administration, and to bring 
about a change of administration as quick as 
possible. This is conservatism. 

Belle Boyd, the eccentric and over-loyal 
female, who was captured on the blockade- 
runner Greyhound, and who has been dis- 
chaigedfrom custody by orders from Wash- 
ington, has left Boston for Canada. 

Exchange. 

Can anybody tell why Belle Boyd was re- 
leased from Federal custody? For three 
years she has been the most active, mischiev- 
ous, bold, and notorious female spy in all the 
land. Her character as a spy has been famil- 
iar to the whole country. If any captured 
spy is held for punishment, she should have 
been. We would not have a woman shot or 
burg or otherwise treated with harshness, 
but, when she persistently pursues a spy’d vo- 
cation, searching out our military secrets 
and bettaying them to the rebels, she 
should, if possible, be paced and kept 
where she can no longer be dan- 
gerous. Intelligence communicated to 
the t Demy by a female spy is just as hurtful to 
cur cause as the same intelligence communi- 
cated by a male one. And yet no sooner is 
the worst and busiest female spy upen the 
continent caught, than she is allowed the 
ptivilegeof going to Canada, to take passage 
no doubt to Havana, and to pass thence into 
the Southern Confederacy with a view to the 
resumption of her old vocation. It would 
seem as if playing the rebel spy is about as 
safe a business as can be followed in these per- 
ilous times. 

{©" It appears that almost every passenger 
boat which goes up or down the Mississippi 
river is fired on by guerillas upon the banks, 
sometimes with artillery, sometimes with 
rifles, and sometimes with both. This is an 
outrage upon all the laws of civilized warfare. 
It is atrocious murder. Upon mostof the boa's 
thus attacked, there is not a single United 
States officer or soldier, but only civilians, in- 
cluding in most cases old men, women, and 
children. Firing upon a passenger boat is 
like firing upon a railroad train, and even 
this is done at every opportunity the guerillas 
can get. They don't discriminate in respect to 
ei .ber age or sex in their wanton and hap haz- 
ard murders. 

We think there should be no hesitation as 
to the treatment of any captured miscreants 
known to have fired into railroad trains or 
unarmed steamboats. And, if there is hesita- 
tion, it should only be whether to shoot or 
hang the infernal assassins. It ought to be 
distinctly understood throughout the whole 
length of the Mississippi, the Cumberland, the 
Tennessee, Ac., and throughout the entire 
length of all onr railroads, that shooting into 
ac unarmed vessel or land vehicle shall be pun- 
ished in the briefest possible time with bullet 
or rope. 

|©“It is said that poor Gen. Banks lost his 
champagne in the Red River battle. A pop- 
ular subscription should at once be got up to 
supply the loss. The capture of twenty or 
thirty pieces of his artillery and a few thou- 
sasd of his men can be stood, but the capture 
of his wine must excite the deep commissera- 
tion and sympathy of all humane and Chris- 
tian men. 

(©■ We see that Lincoln papers talk sneer* 
ingly of "amnestied rebels.” Whose fault ia 
it that there are “amnestied rebels,” if it is a 
fault at all? Who issued the proclamation of 
amnesty? It is an awkward ass that can 
never dance without setting down his hoofs 
upon the toes of his master. 

g©*It is stated that more than half of the 
population of the rebel Confederacy are bare- 
fcot. We pity them, but cannot help think- 
ing bow they must envy the old woman that 
“lived in a shoe.” 



ter- The rebel papers contain a very sic- 
nificant correspondence between Gov. Z. B. 
Vance, of North Carolina, and Jeff Davis. 
The Governor declares that after a careful con- 
sideration of all the sources of discontent in 
his State, he has concluded that it will be 
impossible to remove it except by making 
s r .me effort at negotiation with the Federal 
Goveinment. He says that the recent action 
of our Congress, though meaniog very little, 
has greatly excited the Southern hope that 
the Northern mind is looking toward peace. 
The Governor argues that if fair terms are re- 
jected, it will tend greatly to strengthen and 
intensify the war feeling and rally ail classes 
to the support of the Confederacy. He pite- 
ously bewails the fact that the United States 
will not “let alone” the rebels in their efforts 
to "destroy the Government; and, for tho sake 
of humanity, without subjecting themselves 
to the imputation of weak or improper mo- 
tives, it seems to him that they might, with- 
out impropriety, tender negotiations constant- 
ly. He does not suggest the method or the 
terms of these negotiations; but regards the ef- 
fort to obtain peace a3 the mast important 
matter, and to this suggestion he invokes the 
ee.rneet consideration of Mr. Davis. 

Jeff in his reply says he has made three 
distinct but unsuccesslul efforts to communi- 
cate with the authorities at Washingtos, as 
far baok as the 8,h of J anuary last. Ha states 
these attempts in their order to have boon, 
first, the Commissioners sent btfore hostilities 
commenced, whom the Washington authori- 
ties would not receive or listen to; next, he 
sent a letter by a military gentleman to Presi- 
dent Lincoln, which was received by General 
Scott with the promise that an answer shonld 
be sent, but Done has ever been received; the 
third and last wa9 the effort of Alex. H. Ste- 
phens, bat he was refused a passage through 
our lines, and turned back before he reached 
Fortress Monroe on his way to Washington. 
Under these circumstances Jeff has come to 
the conclusion that any future attempt to send 
Commissioners or agents to propose peace 
would be to invite insult and contumely, and 
to subject the rebels to indignities without 
the slightest cbancesof being listened to. We 
might feel a pang of regret that these 
proceedings were all futile; but Jsff Bays 
that the only peace they desired was upon the 
sine qua non that “they should be let alone,” 
the meaning of which is, that the reb3is 
should not be punished for their unparalleled 
crimes, and that we 6honld permit them to 
keep all they haye stolen without holding 
them to any accountability. So long as Jeff 
Davis is animated by this insane hope, sc 
long must the war continue, and just as 
soon as he really desires peace he can obtain 
it. But his agents must not cxpe.ct recogni- 
tion while be is maintaining the rebellion; 
let him order the Confederate armies to lay 
down their weapons, and then it will be easy 
to arrange the terms. Indeed, they know 
the only terms upon which they can hope 
for pacification. They mast acknowledge 
the authority of the United States Govern- 
ment; they must declare their fealty to the 
United States Constitution, and they must 
submit themselves to the enforcement of the 
United States laws. To do this, a great 
deal will have to be undone, bat as it is in- 
evitable, as the precedent condition, of peace 
— indeed, onr sine qua non — the rebels would 
consult their own ease, safety, and comfort, 
by applying the philosophy ef Macbeth to 
their condition: 

If itveredane, when ’tis done, then ’twero woll 
It were done quickly. 

The facts which we adduce from this cor- 
respondence; the marrow, as it were, of its 
bones, is that Governor Vance, representing 
the popular masses of the Confederacy, is tired 
of war, longs for the restoration of peace, and 
is anxious to take the most speedy way to at- 
tain it; whilo Jeff Davis, speaking for the 
heads of the rebellion, feels that his own is 
forfeit to the offended majesty of the law, is 
determined to maintain his defiant air until 
the last. It reminds us very much of the 
nosegays and the scmi-trinmphal march of 
the condemned highwaymen of old up Ty- 
burn hill to the place of execution.

Ordebed to tht Front. — Col. Fairleigb, 
the poet commandant, received an order yes- 
terday morning from headquarters of 
Gen. Ewing, directing him to relieve all men, 
officers, and soldiers, whose regiments are not 
eluded in the command of the district ef 
'ntucky, who are now on detached duty in 

^.eud order them to report to their 

respective regiments without delay. The or- 
der is of a sweeping nature, for if it is rigid- 
ly carried out many officers and soldiers who 
are suffering from wounds and disease, and 
who are barely able to perio , "n light post- 
duty, will not be exempted from going for- 
ward. We presume that something of the 
Trind is necessary to reach a few individual* 
who always shirk from danger, and avoid 
going to the front by sheltering themselves 
behind surgeons’ certificates of disability. 
Surgeons are often imposed upon, and it is 
»metimc8 difficult to decide who are rea’ly 
fit for severe duty. We are of the opinion 
Gen. Sherman does not desire to impede 
the movements of his army by an influx of 
disabled officers and soldiers, but that he 
wants all of the able bodied men in the field 
who for months have been shirking in the 
rear. It is but fair to presume that a rigid 
examination of men fit for the field will take 
place at Nashville, and those really disabled 
will be returned to light post-duty. To the 
sick and wounded the order may seem un- 
necessarily harsh and severe, yet they should 
not grumble, 'for its ultimate working will 

prove for the best. 

Melancholy Suicide— Many of our citi- 
zens were startled yesterday morning by the 
announcement that a melancholy suicide had 
taken place at the St. Charles Hotel, on Mar- 
ket street. John Seiler, who served two years 
in the army as a Captain, during the present 
war, and who is well known in many parts 
Of the city, some time ago purchased an in- 
terett in the St. Charles Hotel, for which he 
paid the sum of $2,000. After reflecting upon 
the purchase, he became convinced that he 
had made a dear bargain, aud, being of a 
melancholy disposition, he brooded over his 
fancied loss until the mind became deranged. 
He moved aDout the house with a sad, 
thoughtful face, and, instead of nerving him- 
bclf to meet the trial, and, by energy and 
close attention to business, strive to retrieve 
his lose, he gave way to moody thoughts and 
appeared dull aud morbid. About four o’clock 
yes^^ay morning a servant made the cir- 
Tof the hoose in search of Capt. Seiler, as 
"a guest had called for him for the purpose of 
settling his bill. On ascending the flight of 
Steps leading to the garret, the servant was 
horrified at the sight that burst upon his 
vision. Suspended from the top of the door, 
by a cord around the neck, was the lifeless 
body of Seiler. In the stillness of night he 
had sought this dark and lonely part of the 
honse, and pat an end to his existence by rash 
Suicide. The affair is indeed a melancholy 
one, and is a sad exhibition of the dark shad- 
ows of life. It shows how fickle is the throne 
lighted by reason — by what a slender thread 
the power of mind is suspended, and how 
easily its firmness may be lost, and the facul- 
ties become shattered, confined, and power- 
less. Alas, how many of ns become cowards 
in the hour of sad reverse, and yield without 
a struggle to the darkness of the gloomy 

spell! 

The Morris Trial. — The court-martial for 
the trial of Capt. Morris convened in the Pro- 
vost Marshal bnilding yesterday morning, 
with the following members: Lieut.-Colonel 
Vaughan, 17th Kentucky, President; Lieut.- 
CoL W. B. Craddock, 30th Kentucky; Major 
Alex.

N. Hitte, 10th Illinois cavalry; Capt. J. A. 
Brewster, 63d Indiana; Capt. Sol. Kranes, 
118th Ohio; Capt. Jas. McArthur, 6th Indiana 
cavalry; Capt. E. G. Hillier, 1st Michigan 
artillery; Capt. Jno. Gapen, 20th Kentucky; 
Lieut. J. A. McCampbell, 20th Kentucky;

He 
was sent to the Military Prison yesterday, 
and will be held until his case can be more 

thoroughl y investigated. 

Barracks News — The receipts at the bar- 
racks yesterday were one hundred convales- 
cents, from various points, and twelve desert- 
ers from Cincinnati. The transfers were tea 
Stragglers to Cincinnati, two to Camp Chase, 
and one hundred aud twenty-seven to Nash- 
ville. Six prisoners were forwarded to Nash- 
ville. 

Court- martial — The evidence for the de- 
fence in the case of Capt. Benjamin W. Tuck- 
er was taken yesterday, and the ca3e finished 
by the recording of the sentence.

Veteran Reserve Corps, will be arraigned and 
tried to-da y, charged with larceny.

His companion in the 
ambulance said, in alangh that evidently hurt 
him, for he had a frighttnl wound in his right 
side, “Con, I bclievo you’ll die with a joke ou 
your lips.” “Well,” said he, "I hope I’ll have 
my pipe along wid it.” 

{fi^”A, correspondent with the66th Indiana 
regiment, of General Sherman’s army, writes 
to the New Albany Ledger: 

In the fight on the t8th ult., they were op- 
posed by the 2d, 3d, and 6'h Kemmcky rebel 
regiments, raised at Louisville and in that 
neighborhood. The rebels attacked with 
fixed bayonets, but tha 66th maintained 
its line, and repulsed the assailants with a 
loss to them of 600 killed, wounded, and cap- 
tured. Fifty-three of ths rebel killed lay 
upon the ground within from twenty to fifty 
yards of the temporary breastworks of the 
Sixty-sixth. Lieot. Sisloff states that the 
rebel loeB in killed and wonnded in the thre« 
days’ operations near Dallas was over 3,000. 
Among the rebel wounded found by Lieut. 
S. after the fighting was a young man for- 
merly of this city, by the name of Stewart, 
vrhos-e father formerly kept a grocery store 
ou State street, near Axiine’s carriage shop.

GUERILLAS ON THE LOWER MLiSISSIPPI- 
UATTKKIKS ERECTED AND UOATS FIRED 
INTO — GUERILLAS ATTACK A FEDERAL 
FORCE AND ROUT THEM. 

Cairo, June 5. 
The latest arrivals from below report the 
banks of the river, below Vicksburg, to be 
literally swarming with guerillas, and, not- 
withstanding the greatest vigilance of the tin- 
clads that patrol the river, they succeed in in- 
flicting great damage upon our cemmerce. 
The rebels are reported by the last arrival to 
have three batteries erected between Natch* z 
and Vicksbnrg, and, if this is true, these bat- 
teries have no fears of the tin-clads, but can 
easily sink them if they come in range. It 
will require the old iron-clads, and, perhaps, 
a regular expedition, to clear them out. 

Gen. Canby has recently issued stringent 
orders in regard to guerillas, and many hoped 
that he would rid at least the river of these 
pests; but the bold buccaneers laugh at or- 
ders and proclamations, and they seem only to 
be the more thoroughly systematic in their 
cold- blooded murders. Yesterday a Federal 
CaptaiD, with twelve men, started from Cape 
Girardeau for New Madrid, Mo., for the pur- 
pose of enrolling the citizens of tbe latter 
place. When within a few miles of their des- 
tination they were fired upon by a company 
of guerillas, represented as seventy strong. 
Tbe guerillas killed the Captain and two 
meD, and mortally woundad a sergeant, who 
fell into their hands. They killed several 
horses, and wonnded five of the men, some of 
them slightly. The nine that wer» left saved 
themselves by a rapid flight. 

This band of guerillas have been operating 
across in Missouri for several days, and yet 
I have heard of no effort to drive them out. 

Two regiments of buudred-day men — the 
44th Iowa and 134th Illinois — arrived at this 
place last night on their way South. They 
are intended for garrison duty at posts along 
the river, now occupied by veterans. 

Cairo, recently swarming with soldiers, has 
become os quiet in this respect as any interior 
village, and it is only the occasional going 
and coming of a passing soldier that can now 
remind cur people that war yet stalks abroad 
in our land. I suppose the rebels are well 
aware ot the fact of the absence of nearly all 
soidieie from this point, hence their daring 
ventures almost within range of the guns of 
Fort Defiance. 

Across, in the bordering counties of Ken- 
tucky, the greatest excitement has existed for 
tbe last ten days over anticipated raids from 
Forrest and Buford, and numbers of the timid 
are now refugees in this State, “waiting and 
watching across the borders.” 

What is the matter with the telegraph to 
your city from this point? I have attempted 
for two days to send you despatches, hut have 
signally failed. The operators here report tbe 
fault to the line at your end of the route. Is 
this s, ? See to it, for certainly the readers of 
tbe J- u n ’! are as much entitled to the “yery 
late.t ' as the “rest of mankind.”

The bill to confirm titles to certain lands a'

Catholic Church, for educational purposes, was 
passed. 

Mr. Sumner reported on the subject of 
amending the neutrality law, and a’kad to be 
discharged from ita farther consideration. 
Agreed to. 

B0CSE. 

Resolutions were offered and referred to 
print 30,000 copits of the report of the Com- 
missioner of Patents for the use of the House, 
and also to admit ex-members of Congress to 
the floor when the House is in s»3sion. 

Mr. Hooper, of Massachusetts, from the 
Committee on Wajs and Means, reported a 
bill to provide ways and means for the sup- 
port ofthe Government by authorizing a loan 
of $4,000 000. He moved the bill be printed 
and recommended to the Committee on Ways 
and Means, with power to report at any time. 

Mr.' Cox cljected to their reporting at auy 
time. 

Mr. Hooper said all the loan bills will ex- 
pire during the present month, and this bill is 
to provide ways and means for the coming fis- 
cal year. The bill was then recommitted to 
the Committee on Ways aud Means. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, a reso- 
lution was adopted requesting President Lin- 
coln to transmit to this Houte a copy of the 
defence end all the papers and evidence of 
Gen. S. P. CurtiB, made before the commis- 
sion of which Gen. McDowell was President, 
in relation to certain transactions. 

Tbe House then resumed the consideration 
of the Senate bill prohibiting speculation in 
coin and bullion. 

Mr. Hooper submitted a substitute for the 
fiist section of the biii. 

Ur. Garson said this bill would not strength- 
en the Government, bnt would throw obsta- 
cles in the way of ordinary busiaess transac- 
tions. 

Mr. Davis, of New York, regarded the terms 
of tbe bill as unconstitutional, and offered a 
proviso to the effect that during the opera- 
tion of this act the lawB of trade and gravita- 
tion shall be suspended. 

Mr. Pendleton, of Ohio, said that instead of 
attempting to bolster np a redundant paper 
currency the effort should be to reduce the 
amount of paper money afloat, and not vainly 
strive to pall down gold. 

Mr. Woodbridge, of Iowa, said there was 
no warraLt for this bill in the constitution er 
in any law with which he wa3 acquainted. 
The subject was laid aside.

New York, June 7. 

The Commercial’s Washington specials say 
that Gen. Grant’s brother has ketarned from 
the Bvmy, bringing encouraging intelligence. 
The Commercial says Mr. Chase is in thecity 
in consultation with the officers of the banks, 
with a view to negotiate a temporary loan. 
The amount he desires to borrow is stated to 
be five hundred thousafid dollars. Toe Post 
soys the anticipation that the paymont 
of loan will derange the loan market, aud 
make money so strong as to produce a tempo- 
rary panic, is not likely to be realized. At 
tbe New York sub-treasury, to day, Secretary 
Chase, in concert with Mr. Cisco and other 
leading financieis, is making such arrange- 
ments os will effectually prevent any eu;u 
disaster. 

The United States transport “U. S.” ha9 ar- 
rived here from Alexandria, and reports the 
picking up, on the Potomac river, o! 5 wound- 
ed soldiers, who had escaped from the rebels, 
having been taken prisoners in the battle of 
the Wilderness. They were wounded, and 
so lightly guarded that they found no difficul- 
ty in escaping. Three more were picked up 
lower down, who had, while escaping, been 
stopped by rebels scouts, but, reporting them- 
selves deserters, were allowed to pass. 

War Department, ] 
Washington, June 7 — 10.15 P. M. J 
To General Diz : 

Despatches from the headquarters of ths 
Army of the Potomac dated mne a clock this 
morning have been received. An assault 
was made on Burnside about midnight, and 
successfully repulsed. In the preceding after- 
noon one hundred picked men ot the enemy 
made a rush to find out what was the mean- 
ing of Hancock’s advancing eeige lines. 
Nine of the party were captured, and the res 
killed or driven back. 

Several letters have passed between Gener- 
al Grant and General Lee in respect to col- 
lecting the dead and wonnded between the 
two armies. Grant, in the closing letter, re- 
grets that all his efforts for alleviating the 
sufferings ol the wounded men left on the bat- 
tle-field have been rendered nugatory. Two 
rebel officers and 6 men, sentout to search for 
the wounded of their commands, were 
captured in consequence of the enemy not de- 
livering Gen. Lee’s letters until after the 
hour he had named had expired. Grant has 
notified Lee that they were captured through 
a misunderstanding, and will not be held as 
prisoners, bnt will be returned. 

No other military intelligence has bees re- 
ceived.

2d ieet., baa arrived with a moderate cargo 
of sugar. She brings ne news of importance. 

The Luminary reports the rebel battery 
still at Columbia, though it was not used 
against her.

Thtse objects, including the photograph 
ami autograph of Garibaldi, are now in tte 
hands of Mr Charles Godfrey Leland, Chair- 
man ot ihe Newspaper Committee, at whose 
table they will beexhibited during the fair. 

It will be left to the visitors of the fair to 
dreideas to whom these memorials shall be 
presented— each visitor to pay one dollar for 
the privilege of recording his vote, As tt» 
dagger brars the initials “G. G.” (Giuseppe 
GanbUli) carved by the great Italian himself 
cn tbe handle, and also marked on the sheath, 
it has been happily suggested that Gen. Grant 
should receive this truly appropriate and 
world-renowned weapon. 

Guerillas at Work. — Yesterday morning 
information reached headquarters in this city 
of a serious affair that had occurred, about 
sunrise, at the house of Mr. Haineline, near 
Arnoldsvilie, Platte county. It appears that 
Lieutenant Maihers had received orders to 
scout through the lower portion of this coun- 
ty, and, taking with him a sqaad of aboat 
twenty- five men, succeeded in capturing one 
Ragsdale, a resident of New Market,, who ac- 
knowledged himself as one of the parties who 
murcered Christian and Wilson. After con - 
fi tting his complicity in the crime, he gave 
information as to the whereabouts of the gang 
of men that he operated with. The prisoner 
v°as ibeu sent under a guard of six men to 
Ceptain Sn\ der’s headquarters, with a request 
for reinforcements. 

The guard, instead of proceeding as they 
were ordered, direct to the headquarters of 
Capt. S„ went out of tneir way to the house 
Of Mr. Haineline to get their breakfast, and 
while they were thus engaged the band of 
guerillas, who had received notice of their 
movements, dashed up, about fifteen strong, 
and commenced firing upon them, killing 
three ot tbe guard, Wilson, Haineline, and 
one other whose name we could not learn. 
The outlaws remained in the neighborhood 
for some time before leaving. It is thought 
that tbe other three guards escaped, as their 
bodies were not seen by the party that 
brought the information to headquarters. 

Laier in the aiternoon information was re- 
ceived that the same band had passed throngh 
New Market about noon, uuder command of 
one Fielding, numbering about twenty -five 
men, had plundered tbe stores there, stole 
about $1,500 in money, took fifteen guns, and 
carried off a number of horses, leaving in the 
d’rection of Piatte City. A large fores of sol- 
di< rs are in hot pursuit, aud it is thought that 
it will be impossible for them to escape. Gan. 
Fisk is taking all necessary precautions to 
prevent a renewal of such outrages, aud we 
f ei confident that he will be successful.

Femalb Eduoatiob. — A correspondent of a 
New Orleans paper says, in the great fer- 
menting, upheaval, and commingling of races 
and ideas in America — this crnde creation 
as it were, of a new world — it is not sur- 
prising that women should be greatly modi- 
fied, nor that she should make great mis- 
takes in attempting to solve the problem of 
her existence. 

Americans admit that woman holds the 
throne of the world, that the husband is the 
reflex of the wife, the sons of the mother, 
and the daughter, as the moulder of future 
households, demands a limited education. In 
literary matters woman is allowed the sime 
Wide freedom granted as to all other things, 
and the result is that she has attained dis- 
tinguished success in departments hitherto 
monopolized by men, while her efforts, even 
in those seeminglv most incongruous, are 
looked upon with somewhat of that amiable 
tolerance which moves a parent when lis- 
tening to the veroal absurdities of a prat- 
tling child. 

There is in this much that is gratifying, 
yet there iB a vagueness that is bewildering, 
and American women have not yet learned 
how to appreciate or make the most of their 
advantages. They stand, as it were, in the 
early dawn, on the threshold of that temple 
in which they have been inducted as priest- 
esses, the glories of which, though imper- 
fectly revealed by the rising sun, are in 
grandeur at once magnificent and overwhelm- 
ing. 

In the very nature of things man has been, 
is, and will be, the lord of creation; it is im- 
possible that women should ever wrest the 
sceptre, jealous of this as men have often 
seemed, and plot for it as often as miguided 
women may. She is the greatest clog upon 
his ad vancement, and consequently upon her 
own, or she is the most meet of helps for him 
this side of Heaven, and the histories of all 
nations show that their degradation or eleva- 
tion has been in exact proportion to that of 
their women. 

Women need an education which will fit 
then; for discharging, in the easiest and most 
perfect manner, the multifarious duties of 
home, and which, in case they desire it, may 
mateiially assist them in undertaking any 
business in which they may see fit to engage. 
Women are eminently practical, and when 
convinced of the useful or adorning qualities 
of an attainment, apply themselves to acquire 
it with such assiduity as to overcome all ob- 
stacles. 

That there is some intrinsic fault in the 
present mode of literary education is evinced 
by the indifference of parents to the pursuit of 
a thorough course of study by their daugh- 
ters, and by the glee with which those who 
have pursued the prescribed routine shelve 
their books on leaving school and declare 
there “education finished.” The ornamental 
education flourishes a brief period after the 
abandonment of the literary, to in turn meet 
its doom at the hymeneal altar. 

Domestic education is too often delayed nn- 
til married life forces it upon an unwilling 
pupil, who, if possible, turns over the respon- 
sibility of her domestic establishment, the 
home comforts of her husband, and the care 
of her children, to the indifference and igno- 
rance of servants. If this shifting of the re- 
sponsibility is impracticable she eaters npon 
the performance in a maze of bewildormsnt, 
the crowding duties of wife, housekeeper, and 
mother too often sinking the refined, accom- 
plished, and even educated bride into the plod- 
ding, inelegant, and even stolid matron. 

A perfect edacation should combine, har- 
monize, and through life retain the literary, 
ornamental, and domestic acquirements, so 
that each should serve in its turn to make 
home-life comfortable, attractive, and re- 
fining— that physically, morally, and intel- 
lectually she should always progress. 

Women should set out in life with the res- 
olution to never grow old in body or mind. 
They must advance in years, but they should 
take care to advanoe with a well-preserved 
physical organisation, intellects ever increas- 
ing in ability, and hearts ever open to the 
genial sunshine, and enlarging In their ca- 
pacity to discover blessings in the train of 
every storm. 

As good health is the most essential requi- 
site in carrying out the principles of any edu- 
cation, as early as practicable woman should 
be taught her physiological structure, that 
she may thoroughly understand the reasons 
for the rules of health, and that with vigor 
of body Bhe can only hope for a dear intel- 
lect and permanent beauty of person. Ladies 
who obstinately persist in unhealthy habits, 
despite commands and warnings, are rarely 
so foolish as to persevere after the physiolo- 
gist bas demonstrated to their comprehension 
the nature of the physical wrong they are 
perpetrating. This intelligence is also limit- 
less in its application in the nnrsery and sick 
room. With it she understands the doctor's 
brief orders; without it she is often sadly at 
fault and guilty of endless blunders. 

In the school education the library obtains 
too little consideration. Tne text-books of 
the scbool-toom are bat the foundations ou 
which the pupil must erect her storehouse of 
knowledge and fill it by reading. The little 
girl should be given those charming works of 
Abbott and others, who take her in a fairy 
canoe in a voyage round the world, the real 
world, and not those mythical realms which 
her geography tells her about. The older 
pupils sb«n!d also have placed in their hands 
entertaining and instructive works in refer- 
ence to the studies they are pursuing, thus 
most effectually supplanting those insipid and 
corrupting novels which at present form so 
large a part of the literature and edacation 
of American women. The matron should 
never allow her literary acquirements to 
become stationary. If her time is limited and 
broken, Bhe should select and keep accessible 
some work of value, a short portion of whioh 
will serve as a theme for reflection and con 
vernation, and be rendered more familiar and 
instructive than any amount of crowded 
reading. Above all, read novels but seldom, 
and be guarded in their selection, for, to say 
the least, they take time which might other- 
wise hare been appropriated to increasing 
yonr stores of neeful knowledge; and, to say 
the most, they are too frequently of a coarse 
and degrading tendency in manners and 
morals, familiarity with which in books will 
in real life blunt the sense of refinement and 
delicacy which forms a woman’s crowning 
charm. 

The artef expressing ideas in writing should 
be ccmmenced so narly, pursued so unremit- 
tingly, and taught so thoroughly, that the 
facility of expression by the pen should near- 
ly equal in readiness her ability with the 
tongue. Composition corrects and disciplines 
thought, cultivates observation, gives com- 
mand of elegaat diction, imparts conversa- 
tional ability, and, in every way, stimulates 
the intellect when it is confined to its legiti- 
mate sphere of expressing the thoughts of the 
writer. This end can be best attained by 
commencing too early to fear ridicule, and 
too ignorant to preBS into service the ideas of 
ethers. To indite au elegant letter is no mean 
accomplishment; bnt if every lady should 
also accustom herself to write articles upon 
the result of her observations, her experience, 
her reflections, even if they were generally 
brief as paragraphs and recorded in a journal 
form, with occasionally a more comprehen- 
sive literary effusion, she would find herself 
largely the gainer, and at times would doubt- 
less be able to make some valuable addition 
to the literature of the world. 

In painting, drawing, sculpture, music, and 
perchance other fine arts, American ladies 
have excelled. The favorite taste should 
a wajBbe retained and cultivated as opportu- 
nity offers, taking care to never permit you 
duties tmd pleasures to clash. Here and thrre 
a day or an hour for yonr sketch-book, your 
easel, your sculpture, or your music, will 
cause them to grow, and though by almost 
imperceptible additions, will in time startle 
you by their amount. 

In morals, no lady need be told that with- 



i out love to God for the spring of all her ac- 
tions and the end of all her aspirations, th« 
most perfect education is but the setting 
without the jewel. To reinstate the world in 
that original purity from which her fatal mis- 
step precipitated it, and to which, in time, 
sbe shall restore it, should be the centre 
around which should revolve all her acquire- 
ments, for she bas the inspiring promise, that, 
though “the serpent bruise her heel,” she 
shall “bruise his head.” 

A "youth of folly” subsides into an "age of 
cires,” or some corresponding insipidity, but 
a youth of industry should find the matron 
growing in capacity, wealthy in mental re- 
sources, and more the centre of attraction in 
her wrinkled age than when in the blnsh of 
youthful beauty. Never educated, forever 
educating, till called from this earthly school 
to her home beyond the stars. 



Mexico’s New Rui.eb — As crowns, im- 
perial or royal, aro not to be had every day, tho 
Philadelphia Press says one might ask why 
should Maximilian have paused for several 
months before accepting that of the newly-con- 
stituted Empire of Mexico ? In Austria, 
with only a nephew between him and the suc- 
cession, Maximilian would always hive been 
an important personage. He had shown some 
admiiAtrative power as Viceroy of Venetia, 
and is admitted to be (for his years, and with 
the limited experience he could have had in 
such a small marine as that of Austria,) a 
passable naval officer. In the event of his 
elder brohter, the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
dying without issue, Maximilian would suc- 
ceed him. That brother, however, is not thir- 
ty-four years old, and, as we have said, he has 
a little Prince Imperial, called the Archduke 
Rcdolph, after the founder of the dynasty, 
who is in his sixth year, and as likely to lire 
as any other child of his age. Evident enough, 
then, that Maximilian's chance of becoming 
Emperor of Austria is not much. Still, there 
is a chance. Maximilian reckoned on it when 
he hesitated to accept the crown of Mexico, and 
had plenty of time for consideration, seeing 
that, as far baclf as October, 1861, weeks be- 
fore the invadiilg French army was shipped 
for Mexico, Napoleon the Third had privately 
offered to put Maximilian at the head of the 
empire which he had predetermined to found, 
on tho ruin of a republic, beyond the Atlantic. 
If popular rumor be true, his pecuniary em- 
barrassments had some share in inducing him 
to leave Europe. He thus was willing to ac- 
cept his new position in Mexico, provided that 
in doing so he did not jeopardize hit rights and 
expectations in Austria. 

The patrimonial proporty of tho House of 
Austria was consolidated ; if not created, dur- 
ing the reign of tho Empress. Queen Maria 
Theresa. A large portion of it was then set 
aside for extraordinary requirementt of the 
different members of the family. For exam- 
ple, the dethroned rulers of Tuscany, Modena, 
and Parma receive from that source large in- 
comes which could not figure in tho budget of 
Austria. The Almanack de (Jut ha put a down 
$3,729,350 as the amount payable in 1863, for 
the Emperor of Austria’s civil list, and this 
does not include the large allowances to the 
deposed Austr’-Italian grand dukes. When 
an Austrian archduchess contracts a foreign 
marriage, she must formally renunciato her 
claims and undertake not to raise for herself 
or for her descendants of either six any pre- 
tensions to the eventual succession to the 
throne, nor to any participation in either tho 
endowments raised on tho patrimonial proper- 
ty, or the inheritances which might fall in ab 
intestate. Hitherto, these acts of renuncia- 
tion had only occurred on the marriage of 
archduchesses. The acceptation of a foreign 
crown by an archduke is a fact without pteee- 
dent in the anoals of the House of Hapsburg. 
When the Mexican crown was offered to Maxi- 
milian there was a solemn family council held 
at Vienna, at which it was resolved to subject 
him to the above rule, and put his younger 
brother (the Archduke Carl., aged S3) into 
hiB shoes, as respects the right of succession in 
Austria: Thus tho Austrian princo who de- 
naturalized himself by accopting a foreign 
crown was placed on tho same footing with 
the Austrian princess who took a foreign hus- 
band. 

While Maximilian was simply Archduke ho 
was what the civil law terms first agnate — that 
is, connected with the reigning Emperor of 
Austria by his father's, or by the male side, 
and as such, would of right become Emperor 
should Francis Joseph die without a male heir. 
As an Austrian Archduchess by a foreign mar- 
riage ceases to belong to tho imperial family, 
and loses her quality of agnate to such an ex- 
tent that her heirs aro only entitled to bo con- 
sidered as cognats, or connected with tho 
House of Austria through the mother's side or 
the fcBulo bone, it was contended, in the 
family council, that Maximilian’s taking a 



foreign crown reduced him, 



from the 



status o'f an agnate to that of a cognate. The 
question had not been provided for, and Maxi- 
milian, claiming that by accepting the sceptre 
cf Montezuma he had not ceased to bs first 
agnate, refused to sign tho document renounc- 
ing bis right. 

What he finally did sign was to this effect : — 
that the Prince, having firmly resolved to de- 
vote himself to the destinies of the people which 
lias chosen him, renounces for himself and 
his heirs, of both sexes, alt right to the eventu- 
al succession to the throne of Austria so long 
as the new Mexican dynasty shall continue to 
reign. The renunciation is, therefore, not 
absolute. In declaring that the effects of his 
renunciation will continue so long as his df nas- 
ty shall reign, ho implicitly deprives himself 
of the right of abdicating, except under the 
pressure of causes independent of his will. He 
also engages to respect accomplished facts in 
the interior of the Austrian monarchy. After 
leaving, if, daring his absence, one of his 
brothers should be called on to succted to tho 
throne, he would recognizo him os legitimate 
sovereign. But, if Mexico shall become too 
hot to hold him, Maximilian may return to 
Austria (one account says within six years), 
and resume his position, on'y below the Em- 
peror and the Prince Imperial, a9 first agnate. 
He resigns half of his appanago and the whole 
of his succession ab intestato, and it is said that 
his wife, now Empress of Mexico, has renounc- 
ed the pin-money, $10,000 per annum (only 
a tmall allowance or a King's daughter and 
an Emperor’s sis’.er-in law), which was settlod 
upon her when she married. F:om these 
facts it may be conjectured that, even when 
assuming tho imperial dignity in Mexico, 
Maximilian has little confidence in its stabili- 
ty. If he believed in it, ho would at once 
have renounced his rights as an Austrian 
prince. On the contrary, he bargained, and 
chaffered, and made such reservations as will 
place him in his old position in Austria, should 
tho new Empire of Mexico prove a fiasco. 
The chances are that he will have a short 
reign, but scarcely a merry one. Ho gets his 
debts paid by assuming the imperial sceptre, 
and trusts to the chapter of ’accidents to hold 
on to what he has got. 



t&~A nation exterminated for twenty-five 
or thirty years, the noble Circassian race, in- 
habiting the mountainous region extending 
along the northeast coast of the Black Sea, 
bas maintained an unequal strife with the 
whole power of the Russian Empire; but at 
last a letter from Constantinople informs us 
of the capitulation of V ardar, their last strong- 
hold, and that the entire population is seek- 
ing an asylum in Turkey. Here, says a con- 
temporary, is a people which, like Poland, is 
stricken from the list of nationalities, and the 
Russian Czar is the instrument by which the 
work is accomplished. In this connection a 
retrospect of the history of the Circassians may 
be timely. A Russian estimate a few years 
ago gave the total population as about 400,- 
000; but as nearly as can be judged from the 
number of refugees now claiming the protec- 



tion of a friendly governmen*, something lik» 

100.000 must have since perishei in the des- 
perate encounters which have crimsoned 
every valley of their mountain land. Being 
warriors from choice, and agriculturists only 
from necessity, and always evincing a pas- 
sionate attachment to their native rocks, the 
Russians have retired before them in many a 
contest. The struggle to effect their reduc- 
tion has been unceasing since the year 1800, 
when Georgia was annexed to the dominions 
of the Czar; but it was not till 1323, when a 
chieftain named Kasi Molat, aided by the 
youthful Shamyl, organized a formidable re- 
sistance. At the end of ten years Kasi was 
slain at Himri, which was taken by storm af- 
ter every one of its defenders had perished. 
The brave Shamyl was elected his successor, 
and continued to conflict with varying for- 
tunes. He was one of the most remarkable 
men that tho world has produced. Uniting 
in himself the characters of a warrior aud a 
priest, he commanded the veneration, while 
he wielded the passions of his people. They 
loved, revered, and obeyed him implicitly. 
His loss was their death blow, since from the 
day of his capture dates the downfall to final 
subjugation. Shamyl, with his family, occu- 
pies a palace in Russia, still under military 
surveillance, but enjoying the prerogatives of 
a noble captive. 

The scenes attending the arrival of the Cir- 
cassian refugees on the shores of the Emine, 
destitute and famishing, are described ns ex- 
ceedingly painful ; and not less harrowing is 
the desperate frenzy with which they crowd 
the few transports sent to their rescue — 
choosieg to risk a direful pestilence on ship- 
board rather than remain longer with the 
bated oppressor. It is mentioned that out of 
600 who took passage o* a steamer, after a 
voyage of three days only 370 arrived at 
their destination. In Trebizonde alone 27,000 
of these wretched people have already sought 
a shelter, and these are bat the vanguard of 

300.000 seeking transportation to the Turkish 
coast. So great is the demand for vessels that 
the Sultan contemplates disarming some of 
the men-ofrwar for employment in this ser- 
vice. A correspondent of the London Times 
at Constantinople says: 

I do not wish to excite unnecessary horror 
by a faithful description of the awful visita- 
tion wbicb has fallen on the Circassian race; 
indeed, no description, however minute and 
accurate, could convey a sense of the fearful 
sufferings of this now proscribed people; but 
I should be failiDg in public duty if I did not 
put upon record the dreadful calamity of 
wbicb I have such abundant evidence. I 
have teen appealed to, moreover, from every 
quarter, to give publicity to this awful state 
of things as a means of concentrating atten- 
tion on a subject, the present and future im- 
portance of which is great, and iu the hope, 
also, that it may elicit some manifestation of 
public sympathy. 

The Turkish Government is doing all in its 
power to meet the pressing exigency. Ths 
Sultan baa given from his private purse the 
muoificeut sum of $250,000. Others give ac- 
cording to their ability. It is also proposed 
to draft some 20,000 men into tho army; 
and, as a further relief, large numbers ulti- 
mately may be employed iu the culture of 
cotton. So there is a fair prospect of the 
whole, after some delay and indescribable suf- 
fering, finding a heme among those who, 
though strangers, profess the same religions 
belief, and worship with their faces toward 
Mecca. The disaster which has thus plunged 
aa entire nation into pauperism, with its ceu- 
comitants of famine and disease, is fearfully 
aggravated by tho suddenness and complete- 
ness of the overthrow. For the moment ev- 
ety resource is overpowered. History pre- 
sents few snch examples. 

UaT The venerable Indian chief William 
Parker died recently on tho Tonawanda Res- 
ervation in Genesee^co.-.N. T. He was the 
father of Uaptain Eli S. Parker, one of Gen. 
Grant’s aids ; of Nicholson Parker, United 
State* interpreter, and of Newton Parker. 
Caroline Parker, a graduate of the State Nor- 
mal School, is his only daughter. Mr. Parker 
was on the war-path as a scout in the war of 
1812, and was disabled by a severe muBket 
wound in tbe wrist at the sortie of Fort Brie.
